Severe Fighting Near Lindley in 
Which Ten English Were Killed. 



British Deporting; Large Nnmben 
of Hollander* to Holland to Be 



London, Juno 30. — Outside of minor 
conflicts in the Orange River colony, 
showing continued Boer activity in 
the Senekal district, the telegrams 
from South Africa merely indicate 
preparations lor, it is hoped, the final 
operations of the tediously prolong- 
ed war. 

A Cape Town dispatch reports an 
attempt by the Boers to blow up the 
artillery barracks and magazine at 
Pretoria. Jt is added that an artil- 
leryman, who frustrated the attempt 
by withdrawing a lighted fuse, was 
killed by a Boer, whom the soldiers 
afterwards attempted to lynch. 

The British authorities are deport* 
; rg large numbers of Hollanders to 
Jhclland, >o be dealt with by their 
own government for not observing 
the state of neutrality^ declared by the 
Netherlands. 

President Steyn is reported to be at 
Bethlehem consulting with Gen. De- 
wet. 

Sir Alfred Milner, the British com- 
missioner, has notified the govern- 
ment to pay the interest on the Free 
State 6 per cent loan, due July 1, on 
condition that there is no further lia- 
bility, either for capital or interest. 

Cape Town reports that President 
Kruger is still at Machadodorp, 
afraid to move for fear the bridges 
are undermined.” 

London, June 30. — The war office 
has received the following from Lord 
Roberts: 

“Pretoria, June 29. — Paget reports 
from Lindley that he was engaged 
on June 26 with a body of the enemy 
who were strongly reinforced during 
the day. A convoy of stores for the 
Lindley garrison was also attacked 
on June 26, but after a heavy rear 
guard action, the convoy reached 
Lindley in safety. Our casualties 
were ten killed and four officers and 
about 50 men wounded. 

“The fight reported yesterday was 
under Lieut. Col. Frenfell, not Drei- 
per. Brabant came up during the en- 
gagement. Total casualties of the 
two columns were three killed and 23 
wounded. 

“On the prevous day, near Ficks- 
burg, Boyes’ brigade was in action 
with a body of the enemy. Our casu- 
alties were two officers killed, four 
men wounded and one man missing. 

“Methuen found yesterday that the 
Boer laager near Vachkop and Spitz- 
kop had been hastily removed in the 
direction of Lindley. He followed 
the enemy 12 miles and captured 8,- 
000 sheep and 500 head of cattle 
which the enemy had seized in that 
neighborhood. Our casualties wer<* 
four men wounded. 

“Hunter continued his march yes- 
terday toward the Vaal river unop- 
posed. Many farmers along the route 
have surrendered. 

“Springs, the terminus of the rail- 
way from Johannesburg, due east, 
was attacked early yesterday morn- 
ing. The Canadian regiment which 
garrisons the place beat off the ene- 
my. No casualties are reported. 

“Lieut. North, reported missing 
after the attack on the construction 
train, is a prisoner of the Boers.” 



Cleveland, O., June 30.— At a meet- 
ing of the National Founders’ asso- 
ciation here it has been decided to re- 
ject absolutely the demand of molders 
for an advance of 25 cents per day in 
wages. The meeting represented the 
Fourth district of the National Foun- 
ders’ association, and comprises the 
states of Ohio, Michigan, Kentucky 
and Tennessee. Many millions of dol- 
lars were represented at the meeting 
and all the big concerns in the four 
states. 

As a result of the action of the 
founders a strike involving several 
thousand men seems likely to be inau- 
gurated next Monday. Nearly 1,000 
Holders in Cleveland would be affect- 
ed by such a movement.

Grand Rapids, Mich., June 29. — The

Parkersburg, W. Va., June 29. — The 
employes of the Parkersburg Mill Co. 
were notified that their pay has been 
increased 10 per cent. The increase 
was voluntary upon the part of the 
company and the scale is now higher 
than at any time since 1892. A large 
number of men are interested. 



Haiti Adopt* Gold Standard. 

Washington, June 30. — The depart- 
ment of state is advised by Minister 
Powell at Port au Prince that he has 
been informed that the government at 
Haiti has adopted the go]4 standard 
and that the unit of value is the 
American gold dollar.

FIRE IN PITTSBURGH. 



One Fireman Killed, Seven Others 
Injured and Nearly >300,000 of 
Property Burned. 



Chicago, June 29. — The prohibition 
convention adjourned sine die after 
having placed in nomination for pres- 
ident John G. Woolley, of Illinois, and 
for vice president Henry B. Metcalf, 
of Rhode Island. The nominations in 
each instance were made on the first 
ballot. Only two candidates for the 
presidential nomination were balloted 
for — Mr. Woolley and Rev. Silas C. 
Swallow, of Pennsylvania — Hale John- 
son, of Illinois withdrawing his name 
at the last- moment and throwing his 
strength to Mr. Woolley. This un- 
doubtedly had a great effect on the 
result, as the convention earlier in 
the day had been stampeded for Swal- 
low by an eloquent speech of Homer 
L. Castle, of Pittsburgh, and had the 
friends of the Pennsylvania clergy- 
man forced a ballot at that time the 
result might have been different. For 
vice president three candidates were 
balloted for, H. B. Metcalf, Thomas 
R. Caskardon, of West, Virginia, Rev. 
E. L. Eaton, of Iowa, Mr. Metcalf re- 
ceiving an overwhelming majority of 
the votes cast. 

Immediately after the announce- 
ment of the result of the ballot for 
the presidential nomination Dr. Swal- 
low was proposed as the vice presiden- 
tial nominee. The convention went 
wild over the suggestion, but Dr. 
Swallow, after a hurried conference 
with the Pennsylvania delegation, re- 
fused to accept the nomination. 

During the session Chairman Stew- 
art, of the national committee, called 
for contributions for the campaign 
and over $7,000 was realized in a few 
minutes. 

The platform declares: 

“We are humiliated, exasperated 
and grieved by the evidence painfully 
abundant that this administration's 
policy of expansion is bearing so rap- 
idly its fruits of drunkenness, insani- 
ty and crime under the hothouse sun 
of the tropics, and when the presi- 
dent of the first Philippine commis- 
sion says it was unfortunate that we 
introduced and established the sa- 
loons there, to corrupt the natives 
and to exhibit the vices of our race, 
we charge the inhumanity and un- 
christianity of this act upon the ad- 
ministration of William McKinley, and 
upon the party which elected and 
would perpetuate the same.” 

John G. Woolley is descended in the 
direct line from Emanuel Woolley, 
an English banker and friend of Geo. 
Fox, who came to New England in 
1653 and later became a large land 
owner in New Jersey, which is still 
the family seat. Dr. Woolley was 
born at Collinsville, O., February 15, 
1850. He was graduated from the 
Ohio Wesleyan University in 1871, 
practiced law in Paris, III., Minneap- 
olis and New York until 1888, when 
he became a prohibitionist and from 
accepting occasional invitations to 
speak upon the subject of the liquor 
traffic, drifted out of practice of his 
profession into the lecture field. 

Henry B. Metcalf, of Rhode Island, 
prohibition ^nominee for vice presi- 
dent. was born 71 years ago. lie is 
president of the Providence County 
Savings bank and superintendent of 
tne Sunday school of the Church of 
Our Father in Pawtucket, R. I. Mr. 
Metcalf was formerly a republican, 
but joined the prohibition party sev- 
eral v“«rs ago, and has been promi- 
nently identified with that party 
since.

The Zafiro, at Clie-Foo, Has Been 
Sent t»- J.rr Assistance — The Iris 
Will Assist— The .-hip to 
Be Lightened. 



Washington, July 1. — The following 
dispatches were received at the navy 
department Saturday morning rela- 
tive to the grounding of the Oregon; 

“Che-Foo, June 29. — Secretary of 
Navy: Anchored yesterday, dense 

fog, in 17 fathoms, three miles south 
of How Ive light, gulf of Pe Chi Li. 
Sent out two boats and sounded. 
Least water 5 y a fathoms. Weather 
elear. Got under way and struck 
pinnacle rock. Much water in forward 
compartment. Perfect smooth. Shall 
charter steamer if possible at Che-Foo 
and lighten the ship. Rock through 
side of ship above double bottom, 
about frame 19. Small holes through 
bottom ship. “WILDE.” 

“Che/.’oo, June 29. — Secretary Navy, 
Wasl/.gton: Iris gone to the assist- 

ance jf the Oregon. 

“RAYMOND ROGERS,” 
“Comanding Nashville.” 
“Hong-Kongf June 29. — Secretary

The Zafire. at Che-Foo, has been sent 
to assist Oregon, reported by Rogers 
on a rock south How Ke light. Iris 
going to her assistance. 

“REMEY.” 

Washington, July 1. — Pinnacle rock, 
where the Oregon ran aground, is 
about 25 feet high, and lies three and 
two thirds miles smith of How Ki 
island, and about a mile and a quar- 
ter n. n. e. of the island of Sao Lu 
Shan. The rock is encircled by a 
shoal, and should not be approached 
nearer than three cables. According 
to the hydrographic bureau officials, 
there is a strong current from three 
to five knots speed always prevalent 
in this vicinity, and this fact, together 
with the dense fog that prevailed at 
the time, greatly enhanced the dan- 
ger in navigating the Oregon. The 
officials of the naval hydrographers* 
office say there is a great rise and 
fall of the tide at this point (about 
ten feet), and it is possible that the 
Oregon may be lifted off in this way 
and set afloat without assistance. 

Capt. Wilde’s statement of the in- 
juries sustained by the Oregon is 
scarcely sufficient to enable the naval 
constructors here to form a definite 
opinion as to the prospects of sav- 
ing the famous ship. They say, how- 
ever, the ship probably can be saved 
if the weather does not become rough, 
but, unfortunately, this is the season 
of storms in Chinese waters. 

Washington, July 2.— The navy de- 
partment has received no further 
news of the battle ship Oregon, 
aground off the Chinese coast. 



BATTLESHIP ALABAMA. 



She Will Not Be Ready to Start on 
Her Trial Trip Before the 
First of Angnst. 



Philadelphia, June 30. — Work on the 
construction of the sheathed cruiser 
Denver has been begun. Ninety per 
cent, of the material to be used in 
the cruiser is already in the yard. 

The six eriusers of the Denver class 
will be 17 knot boats, and her chiel 
peculiarity is that they will be 
sheathed with yellow pine and cop- 
pered. The advantage of this con- 
struction is that the vessels will not 
have to be docked so often. 

The battleship Alabama, approach- 
ing completion in the Cramps’ yard, 
will not be ready to start on her trial 
trip before August 1.

Pittsburgh, Pa., June 30. — One fire- 
man was killed and seven others in- 
jured and nearly $300,000 worth of 
property was destroyed in a fire that 
broke out in the machine-shop of the 
Best Manufacturing Co., on 25th 
street, shortly after 6 o’clock Friday 
morning. 

The fire was discovered at 6:16 and 
the flames spread so rapidly that in 
less tlian a half hour the entire plant, 
four stories high and 100 feet square, 
was burning and it was feared that 
adjoining property would go. Three 
districts of the fire department were 
quickly on the ground, however, and 
by hard work the fire was kept with- 
in the original limits. By 7:30 o’clock 
the large structure was in ruins. The 
firemen were injured by falling walls. 

The property destroyed was valued 
at $200,000, and the stock of patterns 
and machinery probably $100,000 more. 
Many of the patterns can not be re- 
placed.

At 9 o’clock the 
fire was under control. 



It is Certain That Germany’s Repre- THE GREAT MAJESTIC, 
sentative at Peking Perished. 



One Report Is That the Public Exe- 
cution of Foreigner* Has Been 
in Progress Sinee June -9 — 
Position Desperate. 



London, July 2.- Official dispatches 
received by the consular body at 
Shanghai, an Express cable dated 
Shanghai. July 1, says, confirm in the 
fullest manner the report of the 
butchery of Baron von Ketteler, the 
German minister, on June 18. The 
ambassador was riding on Legation 
street, when he was attacked by Chi- 
nese troops and Boxers, dragged from 
his horse and killed. His body was 
hacked to pieces with swords. The 
German legation and six other build- 
ings were burned, and a number of 
servants of the legations were killed 
and bodies thrown into the flames. 

Official confirmation of this ghastly 
business has created the utmost con- 
sternation among the consuls general 
of the powers, who express fears that 
war a l’outrance will be declared 
against the Peking government. The 
consuls entertain little hope that any 
foreigners are left alive in the capital. 
There were 100 foreigners connected 
with the legations, 50 in the custom 
house, English and American tourists 
and others to the number of 150 and 
nearly 500 legation guards. 

A dispatch to the Express from 
Nanking, June 30, says: “French 

priests here have received reports 
from Peking that the public execu- 
tion of foreigners has been in prog- 
ress since June 20. The news comes 
by runners from French priests at 
Peking, who state that they admin- 
istered the last rites to the condemned

Nanking cables dated Sunday say 
that Viceroy Liu Yuh Yih received a 
telegram from Gen. Yulu on Saturday 
stating that the German minister had 
been murdered at Peking. Yulu, who 
escaped from Tien-Tsin to Pao Ting 
Fu, also wired: “Position desperate. 

Implore your help. Foreign troops of 
eight nationalities entering Peking to 
the number of 30,000 or 40,000. I can 
not hold out four days.” 

Liu Yu.) Yih has received this from 
the viceroy of Yung Shi Kai: “For- 

eign troops victorious at Tien-Tsin. 
r, 'hey will enter Peking immediately.” 

Washington, July 2. — The following 
message was received at the navy de- 
partment from Consul Rogers, at Che- 
Foo: 

“Following telegram from Kempff, 
casualties relief expedition, June 25: 

“Killed — Boatswain’s Mate Thomas, 
Gunner’s Mate Benson, Apprentice 
Bromnn and Landsmun Severson. 

“Wounded — Boatswain’s Mate Holy- 
oke, Machinist llandford. Landsman 
Kellizky, Cadet Taussig, Capt. Mc- 
Calla, Fireman Rowe, Landsman Gar- 
rity. Coxswain Ryan, Quartermaster 
Conway, Coxswain McClay, Fireman 
Flaherty, Seamen Lloyd, Child, Ander- 
son, Jansen. Bolmuller and McKervey, 
Coxswain Thomas Lindbohm, Appren- 
tices Johnson, Rasmussen and Welch, 
Private Ordeff.” 

The department has been informed 
that the Princeton has arrived at 
Canton. 

Coxswain McClay ’s name could not 
be found on the rolls. Possibly he 
had been transferred from some other 
ship since ihe rolls were returned. 
The name McKervey also is not to be 
found on the rolls. The records of 
the killed as shown at the navy de- 
partment are as follows: 

Thomas Thomas, enlisted at Mare 
island in 1899. He was born in Copen- 
hagen in 1860. His next of kin is Mrs. 
T. Lannigan, of 603 South Front 
street, Philadelphia. 

Benjamin Benson was born in Man- 
dalil, Norway, in 1874. Next of kin 
Mrs. Anna Benson, mother, living at 
Mandahl, Norway. 

Harry A. Broman was bom in Du- 
luth. Minn., in 1882. Next of kin Ida 
M. Broman, mother, living at 1427 
West Superior street, Duluth. 

Harry Severson was born in Nor- 
way in 1878 and enlisted at Chicago. 
Next of kin Laurence Severson, 
father, living at 1034 Wabansia ave- 
nue. Chicago. 

Washington, July 2. — Two impor- 
tant cablegrams were received by Sec- 
retary Hay from United States' Con‘ 
sul Goodnow, at Shanghai. The text 
is withheld, but the consul states in 
substance as follows: 

“It is rumored in Shanghai that the 
German minister to Peking, Baron 
von Ketteler, was killed at Peking on 
the 18th of June. On the 23d of June 
three of the legation buildings were 
still standing: the others had been 
burned. On the 26th of June a dis- 
patch was received at Shanghai from 
^ ung Lu (believed to be the viceroy 
of the province of Chile, where the 
principal troubles have occurred), 
stating that the other ministers were 
safe, 

“Dispatches to Shanghai from dif- 
ferent sources indicate that Prince 
1 nan, father of the heir apparent, 
seems to be absolutely in control at 
Peking, and that his 'attitude is the 
worst possible and most hostile to 
foreigners. It is even said that he is- 
sued an edict as far back as the 20th 
of June ordering all of the viceroys to 
attack the foreigners in their respect- 
ive provinces— an order which has so 
far not been olieyed.” 

Rome, July 2.— The commander of 
the cruiser Elba telegraphs from Taku 
June 30 as follows: “Advices from 

the German legation in Peking state 
that all the legation buildings have 
been burned except those of England, 
France and Germany. All the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps have 
taken refuge in the British legation.”

DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 



New York, July 2. — Almost $10,000,- 
000 worth of property was destroyed, 
many lives were lost, many persons 
were injured and at least 1,500 lives 
were imperiled by a fire that started 
among 1 cotton bales under Pier 3 of 
the North German Lloj'd Steamship 
•Co. in Hoboken, X. J., at 4 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon. In less than 15 
minutes the flames covered an area a 
quarter df a mile long, extending out- 
ward from the actual shore line to 
the bulkheads from 600 to 1,000 feet 
away and had caught four great 
ocean liners and a dozen or more 
smaller harbor craft in its grasp. 

Stories in regard to the loss of life 
are conflicting, the number being va- 
riously estimated at from 50 to 200. 

From what, can be learned, the 
flames started among a large pile of 
■cotton bales on Pier 2 of the North 
German Lloyd Steamship Co., and 
spread with such remarkable rapidity 
that in 15 minutes the entire proper- 
ty of the company, taking in over a 
third of a mile of water front, and 
consisting of three great piers, was 
completely enveloped in a huge blaze 
that sent great clouds of smoke high 
up into the air. 

The flames started so suddenly and 
gained such headway that the people 
on the piers atid on the numerous 
vessels docked were unable to reach 
the street. 

At the docks of the North German 
Llovd were the Saalc, a single-screw 
passenger steamship of 4,965 gross 
tons: the Bremen, a twin-screw pas- 
senger and freight of 10,526 tons, and 
the Main, a twin-screw freight and 
passenger steamship of 10.200 gross 
tons. They all caught fire and were 
burned to the water’s edge. The 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, which had 
just come in, was the only one of the 
four big vessels at the dock that es- 
■ caped. 

The loss of the crews of these ves- 
sels is said to reach 100. 

Kighteen bodies have been recov- 
ered. Eleven of these were placed in 
a row at the morgue in this city and 
numbered, this being the only means 
the authorities have of maintaining 
any sort of identity over the corpses, 
as they are so badly charred and dis- 
membered that identification will be 
made only by trinkets or pieces of 
clothing that were found about the 
bodies. 

The only way the steamship offi- 
•cials have of approximating the loss 

• of life is by comparing the list of 
those reported safe with the list of 

• employes on the steamships. Gus- 
tave Schwab, general agent of the 
Norfh German Lloyd line, gave out a 
li<* showing what men on each vessel 
are missing. On the Saale 255 men 
were employed, and 127 of these have 
only been accounted for, leaving 128 
men actually employed as officers, 
sailors, stewards, engineers, coal 
passers, oilers and trimmers to be ac- 
counted for. 

The Bremen had 204 men on hoard, 
hut only 127 of these have boon found. 
The Main had 137 employed on her at 
the time, and of these only 76 have 
been reported safe. 

Eight barges and 11 canal boats 
were either burned or sunk with their 
cargoes. Total valuation. $125,000. 

The Hoboken Shore railroad had a 
number of ears burned and other 
property damaged. Loss. $7,000. 

Minor losses on floating property, 
burned at the fire proper or set ow 
fire by burning driftwood, will 
amount to about $20,000. 

The personal losses sustained by 
those aboard the steamships can sim- 
ply be surmised, as there is no way of 
ascertaining this at the present time. 



M’KINLEYS AT HOME.

Canton. 



Warships Are Brins Fitted Ont at 
the Xorfnlk Navy Yard — Extra 
Mechanics Employed. 



Norfolk, Va. July 1. — Apparent war- 
like preparations are going on at Nor- 
folk navy yard. An order which is 
regarded as very significant was the 
one issued calling into the yard 150 
extra mechanies, with as many more 
to follow each day until the rush 
work shall have been completed. In 
the event of necessity night work 
may be tfone. Work will go on with- 
out stop on the colliers Saturn, Han- 
nibal. Caesar, Alexander and Southey, 
so that these vessels may load coal 
as ordered by the navy department. 
There are several light draught con- 
verted gunboats that are to be over- 
hauled besides torpedo boats and 
monitors. The monitor Puritan and 
torpedo boat Manley, which have been 
used as practice vessels at Annapolis, 
are expected at this navy yard to be 
placed in fighting condition. There 
-are now about 12 available vessels 
-of war at the Norfolk navy yard. 



Canton, O., July 2. — President Mc- 
Kinley spent a quiet and restful day 
almost entirely at his home in North 
Market street. 'The weather was de- 
lightful, many degrees, cooler than 
prevailed in Washington for some 
weeks prior to the start for Canton, 
and in this respect at least no seaside 
possesses attractions superior to Can- 
ton for a real vacation. During the 
heat of the day the greatest comfort 
was found on the shady porch, and 
there the president acknowledged the 
greetings of many of his old friends 
and acquaintances, who drove or 
walked past the house. But as the 
sun sank in the west a warmer place 
was sought, and Mr. McKinley took a 
veritable sun bath just before dinner 
from a rustic seat on his lawn, the 
while enjoying one of his favorite fra- 
grant cigars. 

He went to morning services at the 
First M. E. church. Dr. Rixey accom- 
panied him, and they walked from 
the house, a distance of about half a 
mile. There was nothing special in 
the service, the pastor. Rev. Dr. C. E. 
Manchester, who was a member of 
McKinley’s regiment in the civil war, 
only making the usual reference to 
the president in his prayer of asking 
divine guidance of the president iu 
all of his official acts. 

The dinner in the evening was par- 
taken of by members of the Barbour 
family in addition to the regular 
household, Mrs. Barber being a sister 
of Mrs. McKinley. During the after- 
noon the president and Mrs. McKinley 
went fdr a 1 ittle drive about the city. 
Judge Day, former secretary of state, 
called during the day and spent some 
time in friendly conversation with the 
president. Many other friends and 
neighbors called during the afternoon 
and evening. 

The notification to the president of 
his nomination is to occur July 12, 
and that date is being looked forward 
to as the time of a notable gathering. 
Detailed arrangements have not yet 
been commenced. 

The president, it is expected now, 
will take no further part in the 
Fourth of July demonstration than to 
review the town parade and the dedi- 
catory ceremonies at the cannon and 
monument.

The Vice Presidency Is an Open 
Contest So Far, With No One 
Particularly in the Lead— 
Nantes of the Cundidntss. 



Except for the Boycott and Extra 
Policemen Bnt Little Evidence of 
the St. Louis Strike Remains. 




Kansas City, Mo., July 2. — Three 
noteworthy events stood out above 
the mass of detail marking the ap- 
proach of the democratic national 
convention — the arrival of David B. 
Hill from New York and his depart- 
ure for Lincoln in response to a tele- 
graphic summons from Mr. Bryan; 
the conference of Chairman Jones, of 
the national committee with Mr. Cro- 
ker, ex-Senator Murphy and other in- 
fluential leaders concerning the plat- 
form, and the first serious considera- 
tion by the convention leaders of a 
plan to reach such an understanding 
on the platform that the way will be 
open to nominate Mr. Bryan for the 
presidency on July 4. 

The leaders are losing no time, 
however, in making their preparations. 
But it is noticeable that this is not a 
gathering of leaders in the accepted 
sense. On the contrary, this is quite 
democratic, and one hears frequently 
and proudly the remark that in this 
convention the delegates representing 
the people will frame the platform 
and name the candidates. The con- 
spicuous men here — Jones, Hill, Cro- 
ker and Murphy — are not exerting 
any powerful hand in affairs. 

Most of the members of the execu- 
tive committee are here, including 
Chairman Jones, Vice Chairman John- 
son. ex-Gov. Stone, of Missouri; J. M. 
Guffey, of Pittsburgh, and George 
Fred Williams, of Massachusetts, and 
they hold frequent meetings to deter- 
mine upoa formal features of the con- 
vention proceedings.

St. Louis, June 28. — Except for the 
boycott and 300 extra policemen on 
duty, but little evidence of the great 
strike on the St. Louis Transit Co.”a 
system, inaugurated May 8, remains. 
Cars are in operation on all the lines 
without hindrance, and are well 
patronized, except on those running 
north and south. Many thousand per- 
sons, because of the boycott and 
through sympathy for the strikers, 
patronize wagons and busses manned 
by ex-street railway .employes. This 
is especially true in the north and 
south sections of the city. 

Wednesday, the remainder of the 
force of Sheriff Pohlmann’s posse 
comitatus, about 600 men, was mus- 
tered out of service, the board of po- 
lice commissioners deciding they were 
no longer needed. It was at first in- 
tended that all but 1,000 men should 
be discharged, half of which would 
be retained for active service, the 
whole number to be called on for 
duty on July 4 to suppress any trou- 
ble that might occur then. 

St. Louis, June 28. — It was reported 
that offers were making to induce St. 
Louis manufacturing firms to close 
their establishments and suspend op- 
erations until the boycott on the St. 
Louis Transit Co. and those who ride 
on its lines was declared off. It was 
said that a representative manufac- 
turer, who had been approached by a 
committee of citizens and asked to 
make a canvass of the manufacturers 
of the city for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether or not the sugges- 
tion met with their favor, declined to 
make the canvass, stating that, in- 
stead of improving the situation, he 
thought it would be made much more 
worse by a general shutdown, which 
would not only entail great loss on 
the manufacturers, but would, in ad- 
dition, impose untold hardships on 
laboring people generally and would 
completely paralyze the industries of 
St. Louis. 

Several of the leading manufac- 
turers admitted that they had heard 
of a suggestion and had given it seri- 
ous consideration, and all agreed that 
such a step would be unwise.

State Adjutant* Generals Are Called 
Upon for Information in Regard 
to Organisations. 



Washington, June 29. — The statute 
providing for the arming and equip- 
ping of the militia of the United 
States was amended at the last ses- 
sion of congress so as to provide for 
an annual appropriation of $1,000,000 
for the purpose of “providing arms, 
ordnance stores, quartermaster stores 
and camp equippage for issue to the 
militia.” In order to guide the secre- 
tary of war in making allotments 
the adjutant general has called upon 
the adjutant generals of the various 
states for a statement giving the 
number of companies, troops, batter- 
ies and regiments regularly organized 
and uniformed in the services of the 
states at this time. Information 
also is desired by the war department 
as to the number of troops for each 
organization in actual attendance at 
drills and parades during the year. 
This is the only significance that at- 
taches to the call upon the adjutant 
general of the Tennessee national 
guard for a report as to the num- 
ber and 1 equipment of the troops of 
that state.

That monarch, distrusting “ignorant 
notaries, or ministers, or casual per- 
sons but little learned in maters of 
law." decided that only wills mtde in 
solemn form before justices or judges 
should be valid. To these experts -ill 
particulars must be told, any ques- 
tions they choose to put must be an- 
swered, and they finally draw up the 
document, read it to the testator and 
append their signatures. If it is pre- 
ferred the will may be drawn before- 
hand and submitted to the judges, 
who, after due inquiries to satisfy 
themselves that all is right, will sane 
tion and confirm it.

FI’S ON THE FOURTH. 
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CHECK ON VANDERBILT. 

William K Jr.. Summoned to \evr- 

port, H. I., Police Station for 
Speeding His Automobile. 

William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., called at 
the police station at Newport the other 
morning in compliance with a notifica- 
tion from Chief of Police Kaull, and 
was told by the chief that several com- 
plaints had been lodged at the station 
in regard to the fast driving with his 
French automobile. The chief said he 
desired to make it clear to him just 
what the law was on this particular 
subject. The law, said the chief, pro- 
vides that no vehicles shall be driven on 
highways at arate of speed greater than 
a common traveling pace. The general- 
ly accepted interpretation of this law’ 
was that ten or twelve miles per hour 
was good enough going to suit the av- 
erage man. 

Mr. Vanderbilt listened attentively, 
and then said that since he had arrived 
in Newport with his machine there was 
not a single occasion on which he had 
exceeded within the city limits the 
speed named by t^e chief. 

The chief informed Mr Vanderbilt 
that he would be compelled to enforce 
the law, and if. as alleged by the com- 
plainants, he persisted in traveling at 
high rates of speed he would be ar- 
rested. The penalty is not less than 
$5 nor more than $20 for each offense, 
no term of imprisonment being men- 
tioned. 

“Of course,” said the chief, “a man of 
your wealth can afford to violate the 
law every day, and each morning pay 
the penalty imposed. 

“That may be true,” replied Mr. Van- 
derbilt, “but I have no desire to violate 
the law. but rather am anxious to com- 
ply with its provisions. I cannot nor 
do I blame the police department for 
the course it has taken in the matter. 

I know what the difficulty is and who 
has inspired it.” 

TO TREAT INSANE SOLDIERS. 

Dr. Charle* H. Latimer Going to the 

Philippine* — Will Make a Spe- 
cialty of Mental OI*ea«eR. 

Dr. Charles 11. Latimer will leave for 
Manila in a few days to give treatment 
to the soldiers in the Philippines who 
are mentally afflicted. Dr. Latimer has 
been commissioned as assistant 
surgeon, but upon his arrival 
at Manila a part of the gen- 
eral hospital will be placed under 
his charge and fitted up for the accom- 
modation of insane soldiers. The cases 
which will not yield to treatment will 
be sent to Washington, and the unfor- 
tunates will be placed in the government 
hospital for the insane. Dr. Latimer 
hasbeen connected with this institution 
for !2 years, and has tendered his res- 
ignation to take up the work to which 
he has been assigned in the Philip- 
pines. Dr. Latimer is a graduate of St. 
John’s college. Annapolis, Md.. and at 
the age of 20 graduated from the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons at Bal- 
timore. For the last five years he has 
been in charge of the criminal and con- 
vict insane at the government institu- 
tion here.
